Founder of the United Brethren in Christ Church.

3 N the eighteenth century it pleased the Lord our God to awaken 
persons in different parts of the world, who should raise up the 
Christian religion from its fallen state and preach the gospel of 
Christ crucified in its purity. 

About the middle of said century, the Lord, in mercV, re- 
membered the Germans in America, who, living scattered in this extensive 
country, seldom had an opportunity to hear the gospel of a crucified Sav- 
iour preached to them in their native language. 

Among others, he raised up William Otterbein and Martin Boehm, 
in the State of Pennsylvania, and George A. Guething, in the State of 
Maryland, armed them with spirit, grace, and strength to labor in his 
neglected vineyard, and to call, among the Germans in America, sinners 
to repentance. These men obeyed the call of their Lord and Master. 
Their labors were blessed, and they established in many places excellent 
societies and led many precious souls to Jesus Christ. Their sphere 
of action spread more and more, so that they found it necessary to look 
about for more fellow-laborers to toil in the vineyard of the Lord ; for the 
harvest was great and the laborers were few. The Lord called others, 
who were willing to devote their strength to his service. Such persons 
were accepted by one or another of the preachers as fellow-laborers. 

The number of members in the society in different parts of the 
country continued to increase as time passed, and the gracious work of 
reformation spread through the States of Pennsylvania, Maryland, and 
Virginia. Several great meetings were appointed and held annually. On 
such occasions Otterbein would hold particular conversations with the 
preachers then present, and represent to them the importance of the min- 
istry and the necessity of their utmost endeavors to save souls. At one of 
these meetings it was resolved to hold a conference of all the preachers, 
in order to consider in what manner they might be most useful. 

The first conference was held in the city of Baltimore, Maryland, in 
the year of our Lord 1789. The following preachers were present:

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The second conference was held in Paradise Township, York County, 
Pennsylvania, at the house of Brother John Spangler, in the year of our 
Lord 1791. The following preachers were present: 

W11.1.1AM Otti^rbhin, John Ernst, 

Martin Boe:hm, J. G. Ptrimmi:r, 

Gro. a. Gtothing, John Nkidig, 

Christian Ne:wcomer, Be:ne:dict Sanders, 

Adam; Lehman. 

After mature deliberations as to how they might labor most usefully in 
the vineyard of the Lord, they again appointed as fellow-laborers such as 
they had come to believe had experienced true religion in their souls. 

Meantime, the number of members continued to increase, and the 
preachers were obliged to appoint an annual conference, in order to unite 
themselves more closely and to labor more successfully in the vineyard 
of the Lord ; for some had been Presbyterians or German Reformed, 
some Lutherans, and others Mennonites. They accordingly appointed a 
conference to be held on the 25th of September, 1800, in Frederick County, 
Maryland, at the house of Brother Frederick Kemp. The following 
preachers were present:

There they united themselves into a society which bears the name 
“United Brethren in Christ,'’ and elected William Otterbein and Mar- 
tin Boehm as superintendents, or bishops, and agreed that each of them 
should have liberty as to the mode of baptism, to administer it according 
to his own convictions. 

From this time, the society increased still more and more, preachers 
were appointed to travel regularly, as the number of preaching-places 
could not otherwise be supplied. The work soon extended into the States 
of Ohio and Kentucky. It then became necessary to appoint a confer- 
ence in the State of Ohio, because it was thought too laborious for the 
preachers who labored in those States to travel annually such a great 
distance to conference. 

Meantime, Martin Boehm and George A. Guething died, and Bishop 
Otterbein desired that another bishop should be elected, (because infir- 
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mity and old age would not permit him to superintend any longer,) who 
should take charge of the society, and preserve discipline and order. It 
was resolved at a former conference that whenever one of the bishops 
died another should be elected in his place. Accordingly, Christian New- 
comer was elected bishop, to take charge of and superintend the concerns 
of the society. 

The want of a book of discipline in the society had long been deeply 
felt. Partial attempts to provide one had been made at different times. 
Hence it was resolved, at the conference held in the State of Ohio, that a 
General Conference should be held, in order to provide the same, in a 
manner not derogatory to the Word of God. The members of this con- 
ference were to be elected from among the preachers in the different parts 
of the country, by a vote of the society in general. The following breth- 
ren were duly elected :

The conference convened on the 6th of June, 1815, near Mt. Pleas- 
ant, Westmoreland County, Pennsylvania. After mature deliberations, 
they presented to their brethren a Book of Discipline, containing the doc- 
trine and rules of the Church, desiring that these, together with the Word 
of God, should be strictly observed, and admonishing the membership in 
the following manner : 

God is a God of order; but where there is no order and no church 
discipline, the spirit of love and charity will be lost. 

Therefore, brethren, we beseech you to follow the example of our 
Lord, as it is written, “Be kindly affectioned one to another.^' Let the 
mind be in you which was in Christ, who took upon him the form of a 
servant, humbled himself, and became obedient unto deafly even the death 
of the cross, that by his grace we may submit ourselves one to another 
in the fear of God. He who will not submit is in want of humble love. 
Jesus said, “Whosoever of you will be the chiefest, shall be servant of 
all.” “By this shall all men know that ye are my disciples, if ye have 
love one to another.” “He that loveth not his brother abideth in death.” 
Let us walk in newness of life, that the prayer of our Lord may be an- 
swered in us ; that we may be one in him, and that he may give us the 
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glory which he gave to his disciples, that we may be one, even as he and 
the Father are one. Therefore, beloved brethren, let us strive to be like- 
minded, having the same love, being of one accord, of one mind. Let no 
one speak or think evil of his brother, but pray God that he may grant us 
his spirit, and an earnest desire to lead a truly devoted life, to the honor 
and glory of his holy name. Amen . — Selected from Discipline. 
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Confession of JFaitb* 


In the name of God, we declare and confess before all men the fol- 
lowing articles of our belief: 

ARTici.^: I. 

Of God and the Holy Trinity. 

We believe in the only true God, the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost ; that these three are one — the Father in the Son, the Son in the 
P'ather, and the Holy Ghost equal in essence or being with the Father 
and the Son. 

article: II. 

Of Creation and Providence. 

We believe that this triune God created the heavens and the earth, 
and all that in them is, visible and invisible; that he sustains, protects, 
and governs these, with gracious regard for the welfare of man, to the 
glory of his name. 

article: III. 

Of Jesus Christ. 

We believe in Jesus Christ; that he is very God and man; that he 
became incarnate by the power of the Holy Ghost and was born of the 
Virgin Mary; that he is the Saviour and Mediator of the whole human 
.race, if they with full faith accept the grace proffered in Jesus ; that this 
Jesus suffered and died on the cross for us, was buried, rose again on the 
third day, ascended into heaven, and sitteth on the right hand of God, to 
intercede for us; and that he will come again at the last day to judge the 
living and the dead. 

article; IV. 

Of the Holy Ghost. 

We believe in the Holy Ghost; that he is equal in being with the 
Father and the Son ; that he convinces the world of sin, of righteousness, 
and of judgment; that he comforts the faithful and guides them into all 
truth. 

article; V. 

Of the Holy Scriptures. 

We believe that the Holy Bible, Old and New Testament, is the word 
of God ; that it reveals the only true way to our salvation ; that every true 
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Christian is bound to acknowledge and receive it by the help of the Spirit 
of God as the only rule and guide in faith and practice. 

article: VI. 

Of the Church. 

We believe in a holy Christian church, composed of true believers, 
in which the word of God is preached by men divinely called, and the or- 
dinances are duly administered; that this divine institution is for the 
maintenance of worship, for the edification of believers, and the conver- 
sion of the world to Christ. 

ARTlCUi: VII. 

Of the Sacrament:^. 

We believe that the sacraments. Baptism and the Lord's Supper, are 
to be used in the Church, and should be practiced by all Christians ; but 
the mode of baptism and the manner of observing the Lord’s Supper are 
always to be left to the judgment and understanding of each individual. 
Also, the baptism of children shall be left to the judgment of believing 
parents. 


The example of the washing of feet is to be left to the judgment of 
each one, to practice or not. 

ARTICUS: VIII. 

Of Depravity. 

We believe that man is fallen from original righteousness, and, apart 
from the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, is not only entirely destitute of 
holiness, but is inclined to evil, and only evil, and that continually; and 
that except a man be born again he cannot see the kingdom of heaven. 

x\RTicui: IX. 

Of Justification. 

We believe that penitent sinners are justified before God only by faith 
in our Lord Jesus Christ, and not by works ; yet that good works in Christ 
are acceptable to God, and spring out of a true and living faith. 

article; X. 

Of Regeneration mid Adoption. 

We believe that regeneratian is the renewal of the heart of man after 
the image of God, through the word, by the act of the Holy Ghost, by 
which the believer receives the spirit of adoption and is enabled to serve 
God with the will and the affections.

ARTICLE XI. 


Of SanctiUcation. 

We believe that sanctification is the work of God's grace, through 
the word and the Spirit, by which those who have been born again are 
separated in their acts, words, and thoughts from sin, and are enabled to 
live unto God, and to follow holiness, without which no man shall see the 
Lord. 

ARTICLE XII. 

Of the Christian Sabbath. 

We believe that the Christian Sabbath is divinely appointed; that it 
is commemorative of our Lord’s resurrection from the grave, and is an 
emblem of our eternal rest; that it is essential to the welfare of the civil 
community, and to the permanence and growth of the Christian church, 
and that it should be reverently observed as a day of holy rest and of so- 
cial and public worship. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

Of the Future State. 

We believe in the resurrection of the dead; the future general judg- 
ment; and an eternal state of rewards, in which the righteous dwell in 
endless life, and the wicked in endless punishment. 
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Constitution 

Zbe ifunbamental Haw of tbe Cburcb. 

In the name of God, we, the members of the Church oR thi: United 
Brethren in Christ, for the work of the ministry, for the edifying of 
the body of Christ, for the more speedy and eifectnal spread of the gos- 
pel, and in order to produce and secure uniformity in faith and practice, 
to define the powers and business of the General Conference as recognized 
by this Church, and to preserve inviolate the popular will of the member- 
ship of the Church, do ordain this Constitution : 

ARTICEE I. 

Section i. All ecclesiastical power herein granted, to enact or re- 
peal any rule or rules of discipline, is vested in a General Conference, 
which shall consist of elders and laymen elected in each annual conference 
district throughout the Church. The number and ratio of elders and lay- 
men, and the mode of their election, shall be deftermined by the General 
Conference. 

Provided, hozuever, That such elders shall have stood as elders in the 
conferences which they are to represent for no less time than three years 
next preceding the meeting of the General Conference to which they are 
elected; and that such laymen shall be not less than twenty-five years of 
age, and shall have been members of the Church for six- years, and mem- 
bers in the conference districts which they are to represent at least three 
years next preceding the meeting of the General Conference to which they 
are elected. 

Sec. 2. The General Conference shall convene every four years, 
and a majority of the whole number of delegates elected shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Sec. 3. The ministerial and lay delegates shall deliberate and vote 
together as one body; but the General Conference shall have power to 
provide for a vote by separate orders whenever it deems best to do so ; 
and in such cases the concurrent vote of both orders shall be necessary to 
complete an action. 

Sec. 4. The General Conference shall, at each session, elect bishops 
from among the elders throughout the Church who' have stood six yearns 
in that capacity. 
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Sec. S- The bishops shall be members ex officio and presiding offi- 
cers of the General Conference ; but in case no bishop be present, the Con- 
ference shall choose a president pro tern. 

Sec. 6. The General Conference shall determine the number and 
boundaries of the annual conferences. 

Sec. 7. The General Conference shall have power to review the. 
records of the annual conferences and see that the business of each annual 
conference is done strictly in accordance with the Discipline, and approve 
or annul, as the case may require. 

Sec. 8. The General Conference shall have full, control of the 
United Brethren Printing Establishment, the Home, Frontier, and For- 
eign Missionary Society, The Church-Erection Society, the General Sab- 
bath-School Board, the Board of Education, and Union Biblical Seminary. 
It shall also have power to establish and manage any other organization 
or institution within the Church which it may deem helpful in the work 
of evangelization. 

Sec. 9. The General Conference shall have power to establish a 
court of appeals. 

Sec. 10. The General Conference may — two-thirds of the members 
elected thereto concurring — propose changes in, or additions to, the Con- 
fession of Faith; provided, that the concurrence of three- fourths of the 
annual conferences shall be necessary to their final ratification. 

ARTICLE II. 

The General Conference shall have power, as provided in Article I., 
Section i, of this Constitution, to make rules and regulations for the 
Church; nevertheless, it shall be subject to the following limitations and 
restrictions : 

Sec. I. The General Conference shall enact no rule or ordinance 
which will change or destroy the Confession of Faith, and shall establish 
no standard of doctrine contrary to the Confession of Faith. 

Sec. 2. The General Conference shall enact no rule which will de- 
stroy the itinerant plan. 

Sec. 3. The General Conference shall enact no rule which will de- 
prive local preachers of their votes in the annual conferences to which they 
severally belong. 

Sec. 4. The General Conference shall enact no rule which will abol- 
ish the right of appeal. 
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ARTICLl^ III. 

Section i. We declare that all secret combinations which infringe 
upon the rights of those outside their organization, and whose principles 
and practices are injurious to the Christian character of their members, 
are contrary to the Word of God, and that Christians ought to have no 
connection with them. 

The General Conference shall have power to enact such rules of dis- 
cipline with respect to such combinations as in its judgment it may deem 
proper. 

Sec. 2. We declare that human slavery is a violation of human 
rights, and contrary to the Word of God. It shall therefore in no wise be 
tolerated among us. 

ARTICEE IV. 

The right, title, interest, and claim of all property, both real and per- 
sonal, of whatever name or description, obtained by purchase or other- 
wise, by any person or persons, for the use, benefit, and behoof of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ, are hereby fully recognized, and 
held to vest in the Church aforesaid. 

ARTICEE V. 

Section i. Amendments to this Constitution may be proposed 
by any General Conference, — two-thirds of the members elected thereto 
concurring, — which amendments shall be submitted to a vote of the mem- 
bership throughout the Church, under regulations authorized by said 
conference. 

A majority of all the votes cast upon any submitted amendment shall 
be necessary to its final ratification. 

Sec. 2. The foregoing amended Constitution shall be in force from 
and after the first Monday after the second Thursday of May, 1899, upon 
official proclamation thereof by the Board of Bishops ; provided, that the 
General Conference elected for 1889 shall be the lawful legislative body 
under the amended Constitution, ' with full power, until its final adjourn- 
ment, to enact such rules as this amended Constitution authorizes. 
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BISHOP N. CASTlvE^ D. D.

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Biographical Sketch* 


N. CASTLE, D. senior member of our Board of 
1 Bishops, was born in Elkhart County, Indiana, October 4, 
1^37* He was the youngest of seven children, all sons, hence 
the proverbial son to be either a doctor or a preacher. Being 
of poor parentage his early years were passed in struggle and 
hardship as to worldly circumstances. When about two years of age his 
father died, and his mother, delicate and for many years an invalid, died 
when he was but thirteen. After his mother’s death he drifted awhile, 
until at fifteen he found a home, in which he remained until he attained 
his majority, and indeed until he entered the work of the ministry, Sep- 
tember, 1858. His first field of labor was Warsaw Circuit, St. Joseph 
Conference, a charge of twenty-four appointments, each of which he 
filled every four weeks. 

He was ordained by Bishop Markwood on October 14, 1861. Eor 
a little over eighteen years, until May, 1877, he served in various relations 
the St. Joseph Conference, a portion of the time as presiding elder. 

The General Conference of May, 1877, Westfield, brought 

him new and unexpected duties. The death of Bishop David Edwards 
left an important vacancy to be filled, and the General Conference had 
decided to strengthen the episcopal service, so that there were two bishops 
to be elected. Mr. Castle was one of those who were chosen, and the fact 
of his re-election at each successive General Conference shows the high 
esteem in which he is held by the church. 

As a presiding officer over the General and Annual Conferences, 
Bishop Castle takes high rank with his brethren on the Board of Super- 
intendents. 

^Tn the pulpit, and everywhere else, he makes the impression of one 
devoutly sincere as a Christian and as holding daily communion with God. 
His health is often delicate, yet God has enabled him to render a very large 
amount of service to the Church.”

ISHOP E. B. KEPHART, D. D„ LL. D., was born in Clear- 
T field County, Pennsylvania, November 6, 1834. His father. 
Rev. Henry Kephart, was of Swiss descent, with a mixture of 
English, while his mother was partly of German origin. The 
parents, both members of the United Brethren Church, were 
noted for their piety, and united in an effort to bring up their children 
in the fear of God. The father, although not highly educated, was a 
preacher of more than ordinary ability. 

Bishop KepharBs early educational opportunities were limited. But 
when, after his conversion, which occurred at the age of seventeen, his 
impulses began to draw him toward the . Christian ministry, he resolved 
to seek an education. After spending a short time in Dickinson Seminary, 
he entered Mount Pleasant College at the age of twenty-three. When 
that institution was merged into Otterbein University he entered the 
University and graduated in the Scientific Course (1865) and afterwards 
in the Classical Course (1870). 

After his graduation he served one year as Principal of the Michigan 
Collegiate Institute, at Leoni, Michigan ; two years as pastor in the Alle- 
gheny Conference, and in 1869 was elected President of Western College, 
which position he accepted and filled with great competency for thirteen 
years. 

In October, 1871, he was elected to the State Senate of Iowa, and 
served a term of four years. ^‘While a senator he helped to revise the en- 
tire code of Iowa. The present school law of the State was in the main 
shaped by him, and the system of normal institutes is his own arrange- 
ment. Indeed the school law of the State remains about as the Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth General Assemblies left it.'' 

In May, 1881, at a General Conference which met at Lisbon, Iowa, 
he was elected to the office of bishop, and has since then served the church 
in that capacity, and achieved for himself an enviable success. 

Bishop Kephart is a distinguished parliamentarian and debater, a 
close student of men and books, a logical reasoner, an able and impressive 
preacher, a pious Christian man. His wise leadership in the trying periods 
of our church history, places the whole denomination under a debt of 
gratitude to him for all time.

BiOGrapbical Sketch, 


C HE subject of this sketch was born in Washington County, Ohio, 
February 28, 1848. He received his early education in the 
common schools of his native county and in an academy, which 
he attended two years. Later, he spent four years in the Illi- 
nois W esleyan University, from which he subsequently received 
the degrees of A. M. and Ph. D., on examination. 

He was converted at the age of eighteen, joined the Scioto Conference 
two years later, in 1868, and was ordained in 1871. When the Central 
Ohio Conference was formed, in 1878, he became a member of that body, 
and in 1890 he transferred his membership to the Iowa Conference. 

On entering the ministry he served circuits, stations, and as presid- 
ing elder ; his last pastorate was at Otterbcin University church, to which 
he gave six years of service. From this field he was called to Western 
College, which institution he served three years as professor, and three 
as its president. In 1893, at the twenty-first General Conference, which 
convened at Dayton, Ohio, he was elected bishop, and has since served 
the church in that relation. 

Dr. Berger, in his “Church History,’’ writes : “Bishop Mills is a man 
of strong mental endowments and of recognized culture. He is a close 
thinker, and possesses in fine degree the power of exact expression. In 
sermon and in other address his speech is characterized by ele- 
gant finish, never redundant, nor yet too concise, the right 
word always at the right place. He leads a close student life, so 
far as public duties permit, is fond of scientific and metaphysical inquiry, 
and is interested in the great social problems of the day. He is a member 
of American Academy of Political Science, and an associate member of 
the Iowa Academv of Science.”

>^^X^ISHOP MATTHEWS, whose portrait appears on the opposite 
y ^ page, was born near Cincinnati, Ohio, August 22, 1848. He 
^ was reared to the industries of the farm, but at the age of six- 
teen entered Otterbein University, and was graduated 
from that institution in 1870. After spending several 
years in teaching, he entered Union Biblical Seminary, from 
which he graduated in 1883. He served High Street church 

Dayton, two years, and Summit Street church, five years, and 
five years in the presiding eldership of his conference, and again re- 
turned to the pastorate, serving Dayton First church. . In connection with 
serving this latter charge he was also managing editor of “The United 
Brethren Review.” In 1898 he was elected associate editor of The Re- 
ligious Telescope, the official organ of the denomination, and in May, 
1902, became the successor of the late Bishop J. W. Hott, and was as- 
signed to the Central District, including part of Indiana, Illinois, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, and Oklahoma. 

Bishop Matthews has served the church in numerous relations, as a 
member of four General Conferences and as a member of several of the 
general church boards, with marked efficiency. He received his doctorate 
of divinity from his alma mater in 1895. He is a popular preacher, widely 
respected and loved.

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XHnion Biblical Seminary 

H NION biblical seminary, located at Dayton, Ohio, was 
founded in 1871, fifty- eight years after the death of Otterbein, 
the founder of the church of the United Brethren in Christ. 
^'The General Conference of 1865 took action recommending 
special Biblical studies in the colleges.’^ Nothing, however, 
was done to carry out this action during the quadrennium. At the next 
General Conference, which met at Lebanon, Pennsylvania, ‘hhe Commit- 
tee on Education presented in their report the following resolution : 
That we recommend to those having the care of our institutions of learn- 
ing the propriety of increasing the facilities for Biblical instruction, es- 
pecially for the benefit of the young rrien preparing to preach.'^ After a 
lively discussion of the recommendation offered, by various members of 
the conference, among whom Rev. H. Garst and Rev. W. J. Shuey of the 
Miami Conference figured prominently, both opposing the resolution, 
'^Mr. Garst holding that under this recommendation every college in the 
church would soon be attempting ^o give theological instruction and that 
failure must necessarily follow.’' 

“Mr. Shuey followed with a strong speech urging that the time had 
fully come for the church to take an advance step, and to build and equip 
one thorough theological seminary. He closed by moving to send back 
the resolution to the Committee on Education, with instructions to report 
to the conference a plan for the founding of such an institution to be 
under the control of the General Conference.” The committee afterward 
laid before the conference the following resolution : Resolved ^ That the 
Board of Education be instructed to devise and adopt a plan for the 
founding of a Biblical Institute, to be under the control of the General 
Conference; and said Board is hereby instructed and empowered to take 
measures to raise funds and locate said institution, and proceed with its 
establishment as soon as practicable. 

This resolution was adopted with great unanimity. The Educational 
Board appointed by this conference consisted of Revs. Lewis Davis, D. 
D., Daniel Shuck, W. C. Smith, M. Wright, E. B. Kephart, D. Eberly, 
S. Weaver, P. B. Lee, W. S. Titus, and E. Light. This Board held a 
meeting on July 27, 1870, in Dayton, and proceeded to found a theological 
seminary, as directed by the General Conference, and at the same meet- 
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ing decided to name the institution Union Biblical Seminary. “The 
name Biblical was chosen rather than Theological in deference to the 
prejudice which then existed in some quarters against theological edu- 
cation. The prefix Union was adopted as expressive of the fact that the 
Church throughout all its conferences was expected to unite its interests 
in one theological seminary.’’ 

At a second meeting of the Board, August 2, 1871, it was decided 
that the work of theological instruction begin in the ensuing month of 
October, and accordingly elected Rev. Lewis Davis, D. D., then president 
of Otterbein University, and Rev. G. A. Funkhauser, ,A. B., a graduate 
of Otterbein and of Western Theological Seminary, as professors. The 
name of Rev. J. P. Landis was added to the faculty before the opening 
on October nth. 

At this opening eleven persons presented themselves as students, 
and three years after eight of these were graduated. From its founding 
to the present time two hundred and eighty-seven have graduated and as 
many more have taken partial courses. 

L^nion Biblical Seminary to-day takes high rank with seminaries of 
other denominations, and numerically it is the largest in the state in which 
it is located. 

Among its graduates are : one of our Bishops, the Publishing Agent, 
three of the Editors of our church periodicals, the head of the book 
department, four presidents of institutions of learning, two professors 
of the Seminary, a member of the faculty of Doshisha University in 
Japan and a large number of professors in our colleges, missionaries and 
pastors. 

May all our people rally to the support of this worthy institu- 
tion, and thus place it in a position of still greater usefulness.

At this writing (November 25) revival meetings are being 
held in many church houses helped into existence by the Church Erec- 
tion Society — churches that have become recruiting stations for the armies 
of heaven, rallying points for the cause of Christ — mighty centers from 
which light, and hope, and happiness radiate in every direction. Church 
erection has to do not only with dollars and cents, but with the souls of 
men as well. Whatever gives permanency to a congregation, encourag- 
ing its individual members and increasing the pastor’s opportunities for 
successful work, is, in the end, of great spiritual significance, and merits 
the sympathy and united support of every loyal United Brethren. In 
many instances, when revivals are promoted in tents and school-houses, 
the results are almost entirely lost to the church because it has no estab- 
lished place of worship dedicated to that purpose. 

It is encouraging to note the growing sentiment in favor of this 
branch of work, and the increased collections that are coming to its 
treasury. The Church and Parsonage Erection funds aggregate about 
$76,000. They must be pushed up tO' and beyond the $100,000 line by the 
close of the present quadrennium.”

These duties of members are selected from our Book of Discipline, 
and it is earnestly hoped that each member, by the help of the lyord, will 
endeavor to live up to the same. 

Confession. 

All members of the church shall acknowledge and confess that they 
believe the Bible to be the Word of God; that they will henceforth strive, 
with all their hearts to seek their eternal welfare in Christ Jesus, and 
work out their salvation with fear and trembling, to the end that they 
may be able to flee from the wrath to come. 

Means of Grace. 

Every member shall endeavor to lead a godly life; observe the ordi- 
nances of God's house, namely, baptism and the remembrance of the 
sufferings and death of our Lord Jesus Christ, be diligent in prayer, par- 
ticularly in private, and for his own ediflcation attend, when practicable, 
all our prayer- and class-meetings, and meetings for public worship. 

Family Piety. 

Heads of families should never omit to pray with their families, morn- 
ing and evening, and tO' set them a good example in all the Christian 
virtues. 

Sabbath Observance. 

Every one shall keep the Sabbath day holy, as required in the Word 
of God ; neither buy nor sell, but spend the same in exercise of devotion, 
in reading and hearing the Word of God, and in singing spiritual hymns 
to the honor and glory of God. 

Sabbath Schools. 

It is the duty of our members to encourage our Sabbath schools by 
their presence, when practicable, and always to give them their aid and 
influence. 

Young People s Society. 

It is the duty of the young members of the church, when possible, 
to join the Young People’s Society and by faithfulness to its requirements 
seek to develop Christian character and efflciency in Christian work. 
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Support of the Gospel. 

It is the duty of all members of the church to pay toward the sup- 
port of the itinerant ministry, in proportion to their ability, as God has 
prospered them ; for the Lord hath ordained that they who preach the 
gospel shall live of the gospel (I. Cor. 9: 14; I. Tim. 5: 18). 

Delinquent Members. 

Any member refusing to pay toward the support of the church, if able 
to do so, shall be reported by the steward to the class or official board, 
and if refusal is persisted in, shall be suspended or expelled, as the class 
or official board may determine. 

Support of General Interests. 

It is also the duty of all our members to contribute, according to 
their ability, to the support of the various benevolent interests of the 
church. 

Receiving Ministers. 

It is the duty of all districts, stations, circuits, and missions, to cheer- 
fully receive the preachers appointed by the stationing committee of the 
respective annual conferences. 

Care of the Poor. 

Each member of our church should willingly and freely contribute 
quarterly, or oftener, if need be, as God has prospered him (I. Cor. 16: 
2), to the support of the helpless poor. 

Nonconformity to the World. 

Inasmuch as the Lord has commanded us not to be conformed to 
this world (Rom. 12:2), to lay apart all filthiness and superfluity of 
naughtiness (James 1:21), and as the principles of the Christian re- 
ligion, as taught by both the precepts and example of the meek and ador- 
able Saviour, are in strict and perfect accordance with these command- 
ments, we therefore humbly beseech and admonish the members of our 
church to observe these divine precepts. 

Duty of Obedience. 

The foregoing rules are drawn up for the better regulation of our 
church; and we believe they are founded upon the Word of God, and 
that their observance is incumbent upon all members. Should any violate 
or habitually neglect these rules, they shall be, by their respective class- 
leaders, admonished to reformation ; and should they not reform, they 
shall be suspended or expelled, as the case may require, by vote of the 
local church or official board.

The history of the United Brethren Church of Highspire dates back 
more than a century ago. The following brief historical record of the 
origin and early history of the church in this place we find among the 
records, which we quote verbatim. “Situated and established at High- 
spire, Dauphin County, Pa., it took its rise in or about the year 1793 or 
1794, when it pleased the Lord to raise up Father John Neidig to the 
Christian ministry, one of the founders of the Church, who preached in 
his own private dwelling house the Gospel of Jesus Christ, in simplicity 
and with much zeal and power ; so much so that many doors were opened 
for him to preach the unsearchable riches of our Lord and Master. Many 
precious souls were converted to God through his instrumentality, among 
whom was our worthy Father Jacob Roop, who also was called to the 
ministry. Father John Neidig and Father Jacob Roop labored together 
in the vineyard of the Lord with much success, the word of the Lord 
grew and was multiplied in the conversion of many precious souls to 
God. In the course of a few years this section of country was formed 
into a circuit. Preaching was held in private dwellings for some years,, 
but the church being still on her onward march, found it too incommo- 
dious to worship any longer in private dwellings. It was therefore de- 
cided to build a house for the Lord at Highspire, which was accomplished 
and the same dedicated in the year A. D. 1842. It was supplied by the 
circuit for about one year, when the annual conference met in the 
church at Highspire, and formed it into a station, to> be supplied by 
Jacob S. Kessler. Therefore, may the Lord omnipotent be wisdom unto 
his ignorance and strength to his weakness, that he may present every 
man perfect in Christ Jesus, and that he may go in and out before his 
people and see the pleasure of the Lord prosper is, and shall be, the sin- 
cere prayer of the church for him and his successors/' In the foregoing 
words one is impressed with the devotional spirit of the writer, and his 
closing words show the place of prayer in the early life of the church..

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first Cburcb Builbin^. 

The first house of worship was erected to supply a growing need of 
the congregation. Under the blessing of God, and through the faithful 
labors of Fathers John Neidig and Jacob Roop the church was visited 
with a gracious revival, resulting in the quickening of God’s children and 
in the conversion of many sinners. This occurred in the early part of the 
year 1842, in the old frame school-house near the present site of the 
Pennsylvania railway station, and by December of the same year a beau- 
tiful two-story brick building was dedicated to the worship of 
Almighty God. It will be seen from the half-tone cut which appears on 
another page that this structure at the time was one of the finest and 
mose complete church buildings in the denomination.

At the Seventy-ninth session of the East Pennsylvania Conference, 
which met at Annville, Pa., March 12-17, 1879, Rev. G. W. M. Rigor 
was appointed to the Highspire Circuit, composed of Highspire, Church- 
ville, Ebenezer and Chamber’s Hill. 

The remodeling of the church at Highspire, at which several efforts 
had been made during the last ten or twelve years preceding, was again 
agitated, and early in the year (1879) the Official Board decided that the 
work should be done. Accordingly plans were made, specifications pre- 
pared, and in due time subscriptions circulated. 

The following specifications were drawn : levelling the floor, con- 
structing a pulpit recess, moving the partition in the basement back 
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the: tirst church isditice:.

against the stairway, partitioning off a smalli room for the primary de- 
partment of the Sunday-school with a glass partition, removing windows 
in stairway and building a platform, furnishing new seats for the audi- 
torium and rearranging the seats in the lecture-room. Putting in a 
raised altar with chancel railing and building a new pulpit platform. 
Changing the windows in second story from square to gothic shape, and 
removing the old cupola and putting up a more modern spire, and paint- 
ing both the inside and outside of the church. 

In July the contract for making the specified changes was awarded 
to Christian Fisher, of Middletown, and on the second Monday of Au- 
gust the work was begun. On October 23rd the work of remodeling was 
completed at a cost of $1,161.89, and on the 26th of October the church 
was reopened for divine services by Bishop J. J. Glosbrenner, assisted 
by ex-Bishop Erb and Prof. I. E. Kephart. 

Ipareonaflc Built. 

Another building project was undertaken early in 1882, when it was 
decided by the Church Officiary to erect a parsonage. Accordingly Rev. 
S. L. Swartz and H. J. Roop were appointed a building committee. The

committee at once drew plans, awarded the contract, and pushed the 
work of building, so that earliy in the year the parsonage was completed 
at a cost of about $2,700. Dr. J. Warren Roop, formerly a resident of 
Highspire, now residing at Harrisburg, donated the lot on which the 
parsonage stands. 

Our parsonage is a brick structure, located on the corner of Market 
and Canal Streets. It contains nine large rooms, and is one of the finest 
pastor’s homes in the conference.

During the. fourth year of Rev. J. R. Meredith’s pastorate the pres- 
ent beautiful brick church building was erected and dedicated to the wor- 
ship of Almighty God. For several years preceding (1896) the matter 
of building a new house of worship was contempla,ted, but not until' that 
year did the Board see their way clear to enter upon this worthy project. 
The Official Board, now having decided to build, at an early date em- 
ployed Architect George H. Grove, of Harrisburg, to prepare plans. 
After a number of plans were presented the Board decided upon the one 
thought most suitable, and forthwith the work of building began. The 
contemplated building, however, was larger than the plot of ground then 
owned by the congregafion, and therefore necessitated the purchase of 
additional ground. Negotiations were made in due time with E. S. 
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pri:se:nt church e:dirici: on second street. 

Dedicated Dec. 6, 1896. ^ 
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Poorman for a tract 40 x 50 feet, in the rear of the lot, at a cost of $170. 
Mr. Poorman afterward donated to the church an additional plot 7 x 50 
feet. 

The Building Committee consisted of all the members of the Official 
Board, who elected Rev. Meredith to superintend the work of con- 
struction, and the small actual cost to the congregation for the present 
fine church edifice, shows the wisdom of their choice. Soon after his 
election, on the evening of the 23rd' ot April, 1896, after a regular prayer 
service. Rev. Meredith threw out the first shovelful of earth, and was 
followed by H. J. Roop, president of the Trustee Board, and other offi- 
cials. Thus actually began the work of excavating and building. The 
work of razing the old church was done under Mr. Meredith's immediate 
supervision, assisted by the different members and friends of the congre- 
gation without any cost, as was also the excavation and the digging of 
the sand for the foundation and for the plastering. Mr. Solomon Zim- 
merman donated all the stone for the foundation (176 perches), so that 
the only actual cost of the building to the brick work was for the 
mason work, the lime, and cellar window grates. 

On Sunday, July ii, 1896, the corner-stone, donated by Mr. Augh, 
of Middletown, and containing the following inscription : ^‘U. B. Church 
1896" was formally laid by Rev. C. J. Kephart, D. D., of Annville, Pa. 

While the building was in course of erection, the congregation wor- 
shiped in the public school building, and by the time of the opening of 
the session, in September, the Sunday-school room of the new church was 
completed, so that the services couM be held there. By December the 
entire structure was finished, and on December 6th was dedicated to the 
worship and service of Almighty God by Dr. C. J. Kephart. All the cost 
(between nine and ten thousand dollars) having been provided for at 
that time. 

The auditorium is 45 x 60 feet, handsomely furnished with the most 
modern church fixtures, is well lighted and has a seating capacity of over 
four hundred. The dimensions of the Sunday-school room are 35 x 50 
feet. This room is separated from the main auditorium by a glass 
partition, and when necessary can be used in conjunction with the main 
room. It contains three apartments, and is specially adapted for Sunday- 
school purposes. 

demise of IRev. H. X. Sbannon. 

During the one hundred and ten years of their history, but once was 
the congregation called upon to follow their shepherd to the silent city of 
the dead. 
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The Rev. A. L. Shannon, perhaps the most greatly beloved pastor 
that ever served the congregation, early during the third year of his 
ministry here, after a faithful effort for the salvation of the unsaved, fell 
a victim to the dreaded disease of pneumonia, which developed into ty- 
phoid fever, and terminated in his untimely death December 13, 1900. 

noembersbip. 

The congregation from its organization has been characterized by 
an energetic, aggressive spirit, and has ever been among the first in all 
the advance movements of the conference and of the denomination. She 
has furnished the Church with many noble sons, among whom we men- 
tion the following: Fathers John Neidig and Jacob Roop, closely identified 
with the foundation of the denomination; Revs. J. Q. Adams, Peter A. 
Bowman, Horace Clair, and H. U. Roop, Ph. D., president of Lebanon 
Valley College; and many others prominent in the practice of law, medi- 
cine, and in business life. 

IRecent Dotnas. 

During the past two years the congregation has been forging stead- 
ily to the front. About sixty have been received into church fellowship, 
a granolithic pavement placed along the front and side of the church 
building, the debt on the parsonage cancelled, and an individual com- 
munion service introduced. Easter, April 12, 1903, was a notable day for 
the congregation. Passion week was celebrated by special services, with 
a view to the deepening of the spiritual life of the church, at which Rev. 
C. I. B. Brane, D. D., C. S. Miller, H. S. Gabel, J. R. Meredith and 
Bishop J. S. Mills, D. D., LL. D., preached. The Easter services were in 
charge of the pastor, at which a cash free-will offering was received for 
the liquidation of the church indebtedness of $618. At both services al- 
most $700 was contributed, being nearly a hundred dollars more than was 
actually needed. On the following Sabbath evening this victory was cel- 
ebrated with a grand Jubilee Service, at which the last obligation was 
burned by H. J. Roop, president of the Trustee Board, in the presence of 
a large audience. 

The church house and parsonage have also been painted recently and 
fully paid. The congregation is now entirely free of debt. The weekly 
envelope contribution system is used, whereby every current obligation 
is met as they mature. 

May the spirit of unity and good-will, which has characterized the 
membership of this congregation in the past, continue with ever increasing 
power in the coming years.

/ I the Prayer-Meeting. It is the spiritual thermometer of the 
Church. The spirituality rising or falling with the interest in 
this service.

At every prayer service Christ is in the midst (Matt. i 8 : 20) ; and, 
that to minister to his people. What a privilege to meet Him who is our 
best friend at this appointed place and tell Him everything in prayer and 
receive His sympathy and help ! How communion with Him lightens the 
burden, dispels the cloud, sanctifies the sorrows and afflictions of life, 
and prepares us to meet bravely the temptations and trials before us ! 
No wonder the poet sings : 


“What a friend we have in Jesus, 

All our sins and griefs to bear; 

What a privilege to carry, 

Everything to God in prayer. 

Can we find a friend so faithful. 

Who will all our sorrows share? 

Jesus knows our every weakness. 

Take it to the Eord in prayer.” 

In the hour of prayer we come into closest touch with Him “who 
is our life.” Here, as we commune with Him, we are transformed into 
the likeness of the object of our worship.

And the latter is 
of quite as much importance as the former. Communion implies conver- 
sation.

White the congregation was yet worshiping in the old frame school 
building, located near the present site of the Pennsylyania railway sta- 
tion, the Sunday-school was organized (about the year 1830), with Con- 
rad Alleman as the first superintendent. At first, as is generally the case 
in small towns, it was a union school, and not until after the erection of 
the first church building, in 1842, did we have a distinctive United 
Brethren school. When, however, the home of the Sunday-school was 
changed from the school-house to the church, under these more favorable 
circumstances the school soon assumed ^'a distinctive denominational 
character, and has since sustained that relation; being loyal to all the 
local and denominational interests. 

From the first our school has had the good fortune of having effi- 
cient leadership, and as a result the school has always taken high rank 
among the Sunday-schools of the community and of the conference 

The officers and teachers ever keeping in mind the true end of Sun- 
day-school work, namely: ^deading souls to Christ’’ and ^ffiuilding up 
souls in Christ,” through the teaching of the Word have been influential in 
leading scores to an acceptance of Christ as their personal Saviour, and 
of preparing many more for greater usefulness in the church. 

The school has, too, always rallied to the support of the church 
in all of her financial efforts. About $700 came from this source for the 
erection of the present church building, and much has been given each 
year to the cause of missions. 

The school has had a steady growth numerically. The present mem- 
bership is three hundred and forty-five, and last year the average attend- 
ance was two hundred. 

Three new departments have been added within the past few years, 
as follows : The Home Department, Cradle Roll, and Normal Depart- 
ment. Each of these departments are doing good work and through 
them the privileges of the school are extended to all. May this department 
of church work continue in its beneficent and uplifting work.

The Highspire United Brethren Choral Society was organized 
on December 5, 1883, at the home of Mr. and Mrs. M. J. Stoner. The 
following were among those prominently connected with the organiza- 
tion of the society : Mr. and Mrs. M. J. Stoner, H. J. Roop, J. O. S. 
Poorman, Miss Lizzie Poorman and S. C. Lehman. The first officers 
were: President, M. J. Stoner; vice president. Miss Lizzie Poorman; 
secretary, J. O. S. Poorman; treasurer, S. C. Lehman; chorister H. J. 
Roop. W. J. Poorman, J. R. Gore, John Wensell, T. N. Heicker, John 
Blyer, E. S. Poorman, A. C. Hocker, K. F. Mathias, Mrs. Indi Heicker, 
Mrs. J. J. Lehman, Misses Amy Wensell, Lizzie Heagy, Lizzie Strickler 
and Kate Heagy were among the first members. 

The two-fold object of the society at first was the developing of the 
musical talent of its members and for social benefits. Their meetings 
were held at the homes of the different members until about February, 
1884, when they were granted permission by the church authorities to 
sing as a choir in the public worship. 

The name of the society, however, was never formally changed, but 
usage, since about 1890, has changed the name from Choral Society to 
Church Choir. 

In a material way the choir has frequently aided the church, as ap- 
pears from the following taken from their records : '‘While the congre- 
gation yet worshiped in the old church, the choir fitted up a platform 
for themselves, carpeted it, and furnished it with n'ew chairs. At another 
time they donated ten dollars toward the furnishing of the pulpit.'’’ 

At the dedication of the new church on December 6, 1896, the 
choir took an obligation of one hundred and twenty dollars, on which 
they made the final payment last Easter (April 12, 1903), and also at 
that time gave a free-will offering of thirty dollars towards the liquida- 
tion of the indebtedness on the church. 

The Stoner family, often called the "Musical Family” of our con- 
gregation, has done much to awaken an interest among the young in this 
part of church work. Mrs. Stoner has been organist of the choir from 
its beginning. Mr. Stoner served as president with one or two excep- 
tions, and O. N. Stoner, their son, has been the choirmaster since 1897. 
Under the training of H. J. Roop, J. O. S. Poorman and O. N. Stoner, 
the respective musical directors, the choir has earned for itself a reputa- 
tion for fine singing, both in the community and in the conference, and 
deserve much credit for their assistance in the public worship and in all 
the church services. Let their ministry in music continue.

The Ladies’ Aid Society may take a just pride in the annals of their 
history. The Society was organized during Rev. Z. A. Weidler’s pastor- 
ate, Nov. 1886, with eight members, as follows : Mrs. Samuel Poorman, 
Mrs. Mary Heicker, Mrs. J. J. Lehman, Mrs. J. B. Allen, Mrs. Emanuel 
Diffendarfer, Mrs. vSarah Ettla, Mrs. D. L. Kauffman and Mrs. M. J. 
Stoner. Since its organization the membership has steadily grown, so 
that 1903 finds sixty names recorded, of which forty-five form the present 
roll of active members. 

The following were the society’s first officers : President, Mrs. Sarah 
Ettla; secretary, Mrs. M. J. Stoner; treasurer, Mrs. J. B. Allen; all of 
whom have figured prominently in the work of the Ladies’ Aid ever since, 
Mrs. Mozer serving two terms as president and is the present treasurer; 
Mrs. Stoner, as the society’ secretary from its beginning, and Mrs. Allen 
as a member of various committees. 

A complete list of the society’s presidents and term served follows : 
Mrs. Sarah Ettla, Nov. 1886, to Nov. 1890; Mrs. Samuel Mumma, Nov. 
1890, to Nov. 1892; Mrs. Sarah Ettla, Nov. 1892, to Nov. 1893; Miss 
Blanch Mumma, Nov. 1893, to the present date. 

The name ''Ladies’ Aid” is very significant, and is one worthy the 
society, and the society worthy the name. For, in a very real sense, this 
organization has been an aid to the church, and that not only in a finan- 
cial and social way, but in a spiritual as well. The financial help the 
church has received from the ladies aggregates the neat sum of $1,981, 
over half of which was raised within the past six years. 

It will be of interest to the church membership to know where the 
ladies have applied their funds, and we therefore mention the chief items 
of their expense in a general way. While the congregation yet worshiped 
in the old church the society carpeted the entire floor of the church, for- 
merly only carpeted in the aisles and about the pulpit and altar, paid 
half of the expenses in putting in the heaters, and presented the congrega- 
tion with a silver communion service. After the congregation decided to 
erect a new house of worship, the society again assisted nobly, paying 
for the carpeting of the entire church, putting in the two small win- 
dows in the pulpit recess in honor of the society, and the large window 
in the rear of the church in honor of Rev. J. R. Meredith, who was then 
their pastor, and gave several hundred dollars in cash to the building 
committee. To the parsonage the society paid at one time $150, and 
later assumed the last indebtedness on it, amounting to $218, and made 
the last payment on this obligation in April, 1902, celebrating the event 
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with an appropriate service at the parsonage, in which K. F. Mathias, 
who paid the interest on this obligation a number of years, and the pastor 
took part. 

Furnishing a room at the United Brethren Orphanage, Quincy, Pa., 
in memory of the late Rev. A. L. Shannon, deceased, a former pastor of 
the congregation, is among the latest doings of the society. 

With such a record of achievement in the past, and with the ag- 
gressive spirit of the society under the efficient present leadership what 
may we not, under the blessing of God, expect from this band of noble 
women in the future.

The young people’s movement dates back to February, i88i, when. 
Rev. F. E. Clark, pastor of Williston church, Portland, Maine, organized 
the young people of his congregation with a view of training them for 
more efficient service for Christ. The year 1890 marks the date of the 
organization of the Young People’s Christian Union, our denominational 
young people’s society. During October, of the same year, occurred 
also the organization of the Young People’s Christian Union of our local 
church, by Rev. M. B. Spayd, then pastor in charge. 

The original members of the society consisted of the following: P'. 
H. Mozer, Della Roop, P. E. Mathias, Katharyn Wensell, George Hart- 
man, Opal Mumma, W. C. Wensell, Sara A. Roop, Rev. M. B. Spayd,. 
Nina Wensell, Iva V. Allen, Mary Heicker, Sarah A. Ettla, Alice Mum- 
ma, Anna Garver, Eulie Wenselll, Lily Neavling, and C. J. Walter. 

The society was first officered as follows : President, Rev. M. B.. 
Spayd; vice president, Della Roop; recording secretary, Iva V. Allen; 
corresponding secretary, Mary Heicker; treasurer, Sarah A. Ettla. 

In 1892 the society adopted the Y. P. C. U. pledge, and six names: 
are recorded as having signed. The remaining members being unwilling- 
to sign, the pledge was again abandoned. 

On the occasion of the dedication of the new church, the Y. P. C. U.. 
assumed an obligation of one hundred and twenty dollars, having pre- 
viously paid thirty dollars, making a total of one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, which has since all been canceled. 

In December, 1901, the society unanimously voted to change fromi 
Young People’s Christian Union to Young People’s Society of Christian 
Endeavor, and thus place themselves in touch with the world-wide' 
Endeavor movement. The wisdom of this change may be seen from the- 
increased interest of our young people in Endeavor work. The following 
is a complete list of the society’s presidents from its organization in chron-- 
ological order : Rev. M. B. Spayd, A. A. Long, K. F. Mathias, O. N.

As nearly as we are able to ascertain, the Junior Christian Endeavor 
Society was organized during the early part of 1899, ^7 ^^e late Rev. A. 
L. Shannon. For a while they called themselves “A Junior Praying 
Band/^ and met at the homes of the different members. Some time after 
their organization, W. J. Reaves was appointed superintendent and served 
about four months, when Rev. Shannon again assumed charge, and was 
their superintendent until the time of his death, in December, 1900. Suc- 
ceeding Mr. Shannon, Mrs. J. O. S. Poorman became their leader, and 
served until December, 1901, when Mrs. P. H. Mozer was elected, and 
is their superintendent at the present time. 

During .Mrs. Poorman’s superintendency fhe society was formally 
changed to a Junior Endeavor and the model Junior constitution adopted. 
The Juniors during this year contributed to the parsonage debt v$io; to 
missions, $5 ; and toward the new walk about the church, $5. The past 
year the Juniors raised about $70, with which they procured a library of 
one hundred and fifty volumes of the choicest literature, which they are 
now reading with great delight and profit. They also gave a free-will 
offering of $10 on Easter toward the liquidation of the church indebted- 
ness.

It will be of interest to our readers to know that the founder of the 
Woman's Missionary Association is a daughter of a former resident of 
Highspire, Miss Lizzie Hoffman, now Mrs. Derrickson. '‘In response 
to earnest solicitation she has given the following account of her experi- 
ence." “The beginning of my call to missionary work was a desire for a 
deeper work of grace in my own heart. I felt that there were joys in the 
divine life and attainments through grace that I was not possessor of, 
as well as duties to perform for which was too weak. There was a 
burden on my heart. I took it to our Burden-Bearer in prayer and the 
answer was a question, ‘Are you willing to gO' to Africa?' I felt un- 
qualified. The Lord's answer to Moses came. Thus I labored on for, I 
think, over one year. I sometimes felt as if I could not endure the weight. 
One evening I took my Bible, my best instructor, and read and prayed in 
my little room, determined to conquer or die in the attempt; resolved to 
wrestle and pray until light would dawn upon my soul. It was near the 
dawn of day when the angel rolled the burden off my heart. Abraham 
was not required to slay Isaac, only to become willing. I said calmly 
and peacefully, ‘Lord use me as seemeth thee good !' Miss Hoffman had 
a strong conviction “that the women of the church should be organized 
for active and special work for missions." She revealed this fact to 
Father John Kemp, who at once became interested, and succeeded in in- 
teresting some of the most active workers of Dayton First and Summit 
churches, which resulted in calling a meeting for the organization of the 
women of the Miami Conference. 

About fourteen years after this experience of Miss Hoffman, our 
local society was organized by Mrs. Rev. Z. A. Weidler, September, 1885, 
with twenty members. At present twenty-eight names are enrolled. At 
the first anniversary of the association, held September 14, 1886, the wo- 
men contributed $2.20 to the missionary cause; while last year the Wo- 
man's Day offering amounted to $35. This substantially shows their 
growing interest in mission work. 

The Young Woman's and Gleaners' Bands have both been organized 
by the Woman's society and have received much encouragement and help 
from them. 

Our local society since its organization has held high rank with the 
other local societies, and in the amount of their contribution last year 
ranked seventh among the societies of the Conference Branch. Four 
members of the association are “life directors" and two “life members."

According to the records of the Woman’s Missionary Association, 
the Young Ladies’ Mission Band was organized through the efforts of 
the president of the Woman’s Society, Mrs. H. J. Roop, February 20, 
1898. The society was first officered as follows : President, Nina Wensell; 
1st. vice president. Pearl Bucher; 2nd vice president, Eulie Wensell; sec. 
retary, Loula Bingaman; treasurer, Lily Nearling. Since the organiza- 
tion the following have served as presidents of the society : Miss Nina 
Wensell, from its beginning to November, 1901, when Mrs. S. F. Daugh- 
erty was elected and served to March, 1903, and since that date Miss 
Emma R. Bucher. 

With the object of the society constantly in mind, the members them- 
selves have become more enthusiastic in the cause of missions from year 
to >ear, and as a result have done much to awaken a deeper interest in this 
noble work among all the young people of the church. 

The financial part of the work of this society is deserving of special 
note. During its brief career the society has made a commendable rec- 
ord indeed. Each year’s contribution: 1899, $4-6S ; 1900, $4.25; 1901, 
$7.34; 1902, $17; 1903, $65.26, to the Woman’s Society, shows the grow- 
ing interest among the young ladies in mission work.

Some years since the Gleaners took an obligation of $15 per year for 
ten years towards the mission teachers fund, and labored faithfully until 
the last payment was made. 

The record of the past year is one in which the Gleaner's may justly 
take pride. During the year the Gleaners contributed $35 to the Woman's 
society, and gave a free-will offering of $10 toward the church indebted- 
ness. Their superintendent was made a life director of the Woman's 
Association and a ''Cradle Roll" started.
